One of the basic beliefs of religious leaders 
is that all efforts toward a permanent peace must 
be buttressed by an absolute confidence in and re­ 
liance upon God. 
What this trust implies is a spirit of rugged 
perseverance and unflagging determination in the 
face of obstacles; and of humility rooted in the real­ 
ization of man’s inability to triumph alone over the 
enemies of peace. 
Humility can be of two kinds. It can be de­ 
featist, say ing, “Man is too lowly a creature to do 
great things.” or it can be courageous, declaring, 
“If man chooses to be an instrument of God, there 
need be no limit to his accomplishments." 
It is only through this fighting humility that 
man may hope to conquer the world in the name of 
Christianity and peace. That there must be a union 
every where of men who share this humility is ob­ 
vious. of course—for without unity there can be 
no victory —but what must also be recognized is 
that only through religion can this unity be se­ 
cured. 
Religion’s role in the making of peace is 
not merely to blueprint the moral structure of 
peace. Religion must also bring to men and women 
of all races, creeds and backgrounds a personal 
message. It must promote a lively awareness in 
each individual of his own separate and distinct 
responsibility in building the good society of to­ 
morrow. 
Religion must teach men to pray ; to have 
a constant belief in God’s presence in the world; 
to love and appreciate one another more; to sac­ 
rifice and work together. Above all, it must im­ 
press upon them that no matter what setbacks 
appear, no matter how dark the prospect of peace 
may seem at times, there is alway s the comforting 
reassurance that to fight on the side of God is to 
fight a winning battle.
